In the biggest overhaul of 
GST slabs yet, tax rates of 
over 200 items, ranging 
from chewing gum to 
beauty products, from 
wigs to wrist watches, 
were on Friday cut to pro- 
vide relief to consumers 
and businesses amid eco- 
nomic slowdown. 

Finance minister Arun 
Jaitley said after a meet- 
ing of the GST Council 
that tax rates of 178 items 
have been slashed while 
keeping only 50 items, 
mostly demerit, sin and 
luxury goods, in the top 28 
per cent tax bracket.

Industrial 
output 
dips to 3.8%

India’s industrial output 
grew slowly at 3.8 per 
cent in September due to 
subdued performance of 
the manufacturing sec- 
tor and contraction in 
output of consumer 
durables, according to 
data released by Central 
Statistics Office (CSO). 

Industrial production 
measured in terms of the 
Index of Industrial 
Production (IIP) had 
grown by 4.5 per cent in 
August and 5 per cent in 
September 2016. 

The CSO data showed 
that the industrial pro- 
duction grew at mere 2.5 
per cent till September 
as compared to 5.8 per 
cent for the same period 
in the last fiscal year. 
The manufacturing sec- 
tor, slowed to 3.4 per 
cent, from 5.8 per cent a 
year earlier.

Govt plans bill 
to allow 2.5cr 
NRIs to vote

In a far-reaching decision 
that will impact 2.5 crore 
NRIs, and to some extent 
the outcome of the 2019 
elections, the govern- 
ment has decided to give 
them right to vote in their 
motherland through 
proxy or an e-postal bal- 
lot system by amending 
the law. 

The non-resident 
Indians (NRIs), at pre- 
sent, have no voting 
rights. Proxy voting 
rights will allow them to 
authorise a nominee in 
their constituency to cast 
the vote on their behalf. 
At present, only defence 
personnel are allowed to 
vote through a nominee 
or postal ballot. 

The new provision is 
likely to include into the 
country’s voting exercise 
new electors numbering 
more than the population 
of Delhi (1.8 crore) or one- 
third of the population 
Gujarat (6.5 crore).
